COME FROM OTHER STATES. 

In their desperate efforts to give 
Belknap a big vote in Louisville, 
Lexington, Covington and other of 
the iarger oities in the State, Fed- 
eral employees are being assessed 
by the Republican Machine in vio 
ration of the laws of the United 
States. 

A circular letter requesting in 
polite terms a contribution to the 
campaign fund, but none the les* 
concise and to the point, has been 
sent out by the Republican Cam- 
paign Committe. 

These letters were mailed to Re- 
publicans in general who it was 
thought might contribute to the 
fund, but to the internal revenue 
employees in particular, from 
whom the committee has all along 
calculated upon raising *1 0.000 or 
more in Louisville alone. 

It is a direct and grave viola- 
tion of thecuil service laws for 
any Government official to be used 
for political purposes. It is like- 
wise an infraction of civil service 
law for any one to solicit funds 
from a Government official to be 
used for political purposes while 
that Government official is about 

the discharge °- Ms duties' la hie 

own office or any other office owned 
or occupied by the Government. 

In the Internal Revenue Depart- 
ment ef the Fifth District are em- 
ployed about 250 storekeeper-gan- 
gers and storekeepers andgaujjers. 
They receive salaries ranging from 
$115 to $70 a month, though the 
average is from $81 to $90 a month. 
From time immemorial, so long as 
the Republican party has controll- 
ed the national Administration, 
this corps ol storekeepers and 
gaugers has been looked upon aB 
valuable asset when it came to 
raising money for campaign pur- 
poses. 

For this campaign the word has 
been passed along from the Cam- 
paign Committee that a donation 
of $50 from the storekeepers and 
gaugers who have regular assign- 
ments and steady work will be 
"appreciated," and from those 
who have not regular work, but 
only serve during the busy sea* 
donations ranging from $25 to $40 
would be "gladly received."

Judge Cooper was elected Judge 
at the August election,' 1884. At 
„the time he was elected his die 
trict was composed of ten counties, 
to-wit: Montgomery, Bath, Men 
•fee, Powell, Estill, Lee, Breathitt, 
Wolf, Morgan and Elliott. There 
was a large criminal docket in 
every county in the district. By 
his untiring energy, working al- 
most day and night, he reduced 
the docket in these counties almost 
to a minimum. 

In 1886 there was a new district 
made composed of the counties of 
Montgomery, Bath, Menefee, Mor- 
gan, Elliott and Magoffin; five 
•ounties were taken oil' of the old 
district and Magoffin was added 
on. It is known to one of your 
committee that at the time Ma- 
gollin county was added to this 
district there were forty four (44) 
felony cases on the docket. 

In 1889 the county of Rnwan 
was added to Judge Cooper's dis- 
trict, making seven counties. 

The first term of the Court in 
the fall of 1886 of the M*g»ffin 
Circuit Court, Judge Cooper tried 
more than one-half of the felony 
cases on that docket, and when his 
present district was made, on the 
first of January, 189:5, the docket 
in that county was comparatively 
clear of felony cases, and we know- 
as a part of the history of Rowan 
county the condition that docket 
was in when it was added to Judge 
Cooper's district, and it did not 
take him very long to let those 
people know that the laws would 
be enforced in Rowan county, and 
I by 1S90 the criminal docket in 
Rowan was reduced to compare 
tively nothing, and to-day there is 



not a more peaceable county in the 
State. 

Judge Cooper will leave the 
Bench with the docket in his four 
counties in splendid condition, 
every case tried that was ready for 
trial.

Under tha Sherman act, inlured 
pMfcUa may recover three times 
the amount actually Buffered. 

In the action filed In the Federal 
Court it is averred that the Atner- 
can Federation of Labor, the hat- 
ters' union of Dunbury and the 
two hundred an 1 fifty private 
members who are made defendants 
conspired to injure the plaintiff, 
violation of the Sherman act.
